Eltham lights up -pio&n 


PEOPLE in the royal borough 
have been demonstrating their 
solidarity with the citizens 
of Paris by signing a book of 
condolence. 

Community and faith leaders 
expressed their shock and outrage 
following the terrorist attacks and a 
commitment to stand together against 
the atrocities was top of the agenda at 
the start of local events for Inter-faith 
Week which started last Monday. 

A book of condolence opened at 
Woolwich Town Hall in Wellington 
Street on the same day and people 
are invited to add their messages of 
support to the French people during 
weekday opening hours between 9am 
and 5.30pm. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the leader of 
the council, wrote to the mayor of 
Paris, saying: “Here in Greenwich 
we are, sadly, all too familiar with 
the experience of having a savage 
terrorist attack take place in the heart 
of our community. 

She added: “Our thoughts are with 
our French residents during this time 
of mourning, as well as everyone who 
has been affected by other recent 
terrorist attacks such as those in 
Turkey, Beirut and in Nigeria.” 

The terrorist outrages were 
discussed at a question-and-answer 
session organised last Tuesday by 
Charlton Athletic Community Trust 
(CACT) during Inter-faith Week which 
took place between November 15-21.

I would be grateful if you 
could encourage GT to inform 
Greenwich residents of the 
facts so that the choice to have 
a jab is properly founded and 
consent given on an informed 
basis.

• A council spokesperson 
said: "Every year people at risk 
of severe complications and 


even death if they catch flu are 
advised to take up the offer of 
a free flu jab through the NHS. 
No vaccine is 100% effective 
and as with all medical 
interventions, there is always 
a risk that a small number of 
people may experience an 
adverse reaction. This risk is, 
however, far outweighed by 
the protection the vaccination 
offers for vulnerable people, 
such as young children, the 
elderly and people with 
long-term health conditions. 
Every year national experts 
identify the strains of flu most 
commonly circulating and 
engineer a vaccine to have the 
maximum protective effect. It 
is not the case that flu vaccine 
is likely to cause 'drastic 
neurological damage'."

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Appeal for street 
performers 

ALL the world's a stage, according to 
Shakespeare - and in Woolwich, that 
includes the town centre. 

A project encouraging performers to help 
celebrate local high streets is looking for 
entertainers to come forward. 

The Streets uses music and performance 
to inspire an interest in, and a passion for, 
shopping centres across seven London 
boroughs. 

The council is encouraging local musicians 
and performers to use Woolwich as their 
own cultural and artistic platform. It is 
keen to hear from groups and performers 
who are interested in taking part in 
pop-up performances in Woolwich on 
December 4 & 5 and during 201 6. 
Performances should be between five and 
30 minutes long, suitable for families and 
audiences of all cultural backgrounds, 
portable and able to set up and take down 
within 10 minutes.

PLANS to regenerate the 
Greenwich Peninsula, 
bringing thousands of new 
jobs and homes to the 
borough, have been given 
the go-ahead. 

In August, the royal 
borough gave outline 
planning permission for 
the site, which runs along 
the River Thames. Now the 
Mayor of London has given 
approval to the masterplan 
for nearly 13,000 homes. It 
will create 1 2,000 jobs on 
the site of the previously 
disused gasworks, which 
will create an entire new 
district formed of five 


neighbourhood zones. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, 
the cabinet member for 
regeneration and transport, 
said: "The council has long 
held a vision to make the 
most of the huge potential 
offered by the Greenwich 
Peninsula. 

"We are particularly 
proud that, at a time of 
critical housing shortage, 
this development will 
deliver so many affordable 
homes, of which more than 
two-thirds will be for social 
rent, at no more than 50% 
of market rent." 

The scheme is set to 


become the largest 
regeneration project in 
London - plans include the 
demolition and rebuild 
of the North Greenwich 
tube and bus station, 

220 serviced apartments, 
24,000 square metres of 
retail space, 60,000 square 
metres of business use, two 
new schools and two new 
hotels. The development 
will also feature a 40,000 
square metre film studio, 
visitor attraction and 
increased green open 
space, including an 
extension to the existing 
Central Park. 


Funeral of young people's supporter 


A MAN who spent 54 years of his life helping 
and supporting young people locally has 
died, at the age of 96. 

George Reynolds OBE passed away on 
November 1 1 . He was awarded the Freedom 
of the Royal Borough of Greenwich in March, 
201 2, in recognition of his voluntary work in 
the community, particularly for children and 
young people. He was a youth leader with 
the YMCA Woolwich from 1 955 to 1 984. 

He served in the Army for seven years, 
seeing active service in the Second World 
War, leaving with the rank of Colour 
Sergeant Major. He was awarded the OBE 
in 1 988, and in 2000 he was given the 
Greenwich Millennium Award for service to 
youth in the borough. 

He is survived by Olive, his wife of 75 
years, and sons Alan, Ian and Paul, and 
daughter Jill. His funeral is today (Tuesday 
November 24), at the West Chapel, 
Falconwood Crematorium, at 10.45am.

and faith groups and Cllr Denise Scott- 
McDonald, the royal borough’s cabinet 
member for community wellbeing and 
public health. 

When asked ‘what does a multi- 
faith society mean to you?’ Col John 
Grinstead, the army’s Deputy Chief of 
Staff, London District said: “Tolerance. 
Together we have to be respectful for 
other people’s point of view.” 

Imam Ali Omar from the Greenwich 
Islamic Centre and Armed Forces 
Muslim Forum, said: “The way we dress, 
eat and celebrate is different in every 
faith. Lots of richness has been gained in 
living in a multi-faith society.” 

The Rev Erica Wooff, the Rector of 
Charlton United Benefice, said the 
question-and-answer session had been 
timely, adding: “Multi-faith in Greenwich 
is a powerful thing, and we should be 
proud of our community.” 

There was also strong reaction from 
leaders of other faith groups who 
stressed the need for unity amongst the 
many nations in the borough. 

A statement from Greenwich Islamic 
Centre read: “We must not let these acts 
cause division in our communities and 
we call upon everyone to be united and 
stand against this heinous attack.” 

Saeed Ahmad, Vice Chair of Greenwich 
Peninsula Chaplaincy Service, Trustee 
of Greenwich Mosque and member of 
the Greenwich Faith Leaders’ Forum, 
said: “The entire Muslim community in 
Greenwich is saddened and shocked by 
what happened in Paris. We condemn 
such violence, which is against Islam, 
against the Muslim religion and against 
humanity. The local Muslim community 
is made up of law-abiding citizens and 
we have very good relationships with 




other communities, 
faiths and religions 
within the borough 
something that 
we are committed to 
maintaining.” 

Dr Tariq Abbasi, the 
Secretary General of the 
World Muslim Congress 
and former director of 
the Greenwich Islamic 
Centre in Plumstead 
Road, said: “There is 
nothing in the religion 
of Islam which compels 
people to commit such 
terrible crimes. We 
have a common enemy, 
and we have a common 
goal to eradicate all 
criminals who commit 
crimes in the name of 
our religion.” 

Rev Mike Leader, 
chair of Ecumenical 
Borough Deans 
in Greenwich, 
said: “We were all, 
whether people of 
faith or none, shocked by the horrific 
events in Paris on Friday. Our hearts A 
and prayers go out to the victims 
and their loved ones. Christians 
believe that nothing in creation 
can separate us from God’s love 
and we will continue to work with 
all people of good will to oppose evil 
and promote peace and reconciliation 
in our broken world.” 

Revd Margaret Cave, Team Rector, 
East Greenwich Team Ministry, added:
